The perils of publishing! 

You will probably notice that some strange things appear on pages 2 f 3 and 5. 
Also that the titles and delinations lines xxxxx are incomplete on many pages. 
This is diue to a stupidity of mine when I typed the stencils . I forgot that 
I had to reset the pressure on the typewriter _tp "1" when typing the delination 
lines.

I could- 
not take the time to retype the stencils because that meant the games would be 
another 4-6 days late. I have noted anyone who has not gotten a complet issue. 
Those persons will have their subscriptions extended one issue. Players who wish 
to follow other's games may right me for the game results.
